A New Scheme of the Covspirators, 

The numerous comets which have put 
in an appeaiance this season evidently 
mean something. The fact that a few 
republican and democratic editors, with 
nothing better to do, have been discus- 
sing the meaning of that clause of the 
constitution which refers to the ‘“‘inabil- 
“ity” of the president, has already been 
announced and commented upon in these 
columns. It wasa sensational topic to 
introduce for midsummer contemplation, 
and it has been discussed almost solely 
with respect to its availability as edito- 
rial padding, and with a persistent inten- 
tion to give to the constitutional clause a 
meaning and an intention not warranted 
by common sense. The whole discus- 
sion is foolish and when it is 
remembered that. the president is suffer- 
ing from disability and not inability. 

As foolish as it is, however, this dis- 
cussion has givena cue to the element 
which has most to gain from the success 
of Guiteau’s infamous attempt upon the 
life of the president. There have been 
curious gatherings at Vice-President 
Arthur’s New York mansion—gatherings 
composed of such patriots as Dorsey, 
selknap, Jones, Bliss, Cameron, Logan, 
Conkling and Grant. This fact has been 
the occasion of speculation 
in political circles. It hascome to 
light that the conferences at which 
these notorious persons assisted were 


absurd 


much 


projected previous to the recent relapse 
of the president, and there purpose has 
been brought to light bya dispatch 
which is important enough to be synop- 
sized here. The dispatch in question 
declares that these stalwart leaders have 
met together for no less a purpose than 
the consideration of the best means to 
be employed in bringing alout the ac- 
cession of Vice-President Arthur. 

The clause of the-constitution, which 
has been quoted in the discussion 
alluded to, says that “in case of the 
removal of the president from office, 
“or of his death, resignation or inability 
“to discharge the powers and duties of 
“said office, the same shall devolve 
“upon the vice-president.” The dis- 
patch goes on to say that under this 
clause it is claimed by General Grant 
andex-Senator Conkling that itis now 
the duty of the vice-president to assume 
the office of presideiit, from the admit- 
ted fact that the president is unable “‘to 
“discharge the powers and duties of said 
office.” These two leaders have for 
some time been urging upon the vice- 
president that it was his duty to go to 
Washington and declare his purpose of 
exercising the duties of president. Vice- 
President Arthur has been adverse to 
the course, and the matter has been 
postponed from time to time un- 
til last week, when it became 
evident that there was a growing 
public opinion in favor of such a 


course, and also that the president’s slow 


recovery would prevent him from exer- 
cising the duties of the office for months 
at least. According to the dispatch, it 
was at the urgent solicitation of Mr. 
Conkling, the vice president consented to 
confer with his friends upon the subject 
and esk them if they thought the coun- 
try would sustain him in case the cabi- 
net refused to recognize his authority. 
This was the occasion of the gathering at 
the vice president's house. George Bliss, 
Attorney-General Ward and Mr. Conk- 
ling gave legal opinions upon the consti- 
tutional clause in favor of the vice presi- 
dent's assuming control. Asa result of 


the vice president and will be presented 
to his notice at an early day. 

The dispatch goes onto say that all 
persons present at the conference were 
unanimousin the opinion that it was 
the duty of the vice-president to assume 
control of the government. It is said on 
good authority that Postmaster-General 
James and Secretary Lincoln are favora- 
bly inclined to the project. General 
Arthur is willing, provided Secretary 
Biaine would recognize bim, and strong 
efforts are being made to obtain his con- 
sent. 

What are the ends to be accomplished ? 
The dispatch says that if the vice-presi- 
dent becomes acting president, the 
stalwarts think they will have notrouble 
in carrying New York this year. A 
stalwart will be made supreme court 
judge in place of Justice Clifford, de- 
ceased, and another will be appointed 
minister to Berlin, while many impor- 
tant offices will be filled to the advantage 
of their wing of the party. 

For our part, we have no doubt that 
some suchscheme as that outlined in 
the foregoing has presented itself to the 
restless, scheming ambition of Grant 
and Conkling; but if an attempt is made 
to carry it out before the death of the 
president, who will say that the comets 
do not mean something?
